NOT ENDED YET! 


•The 'Bljj Ktrike on the Xew York 


Central Appears to be Spread* 


ins-Where Will it Knit? 


•BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 16.—The strike 


on the New York Central road was fur- 
ther complicated this morning. 
At 


three o'clock the switchmen in tho Cen- 
tral yards quit work, and those on the 
West Shore system in this city followed 
suit. There are upwards of 200 men in 
the movement, and a freight blockade 
at Buffalo is imminent. The closing of 
the West Shore road for freight is the 
most serious aspect thus far, as it com- 
pletely cripples the Central's facilities 
for forwarding freight. 


There was the worst tangle of trains 


and engines in the Central depot this 
morning that has been seen since the 
strike began, a week ago this morning. 
West Shore and Central engines crowd- 
ed in on every track from the north to 
the south side of the depot and for a 
long distance east. 
The bait line train 


due at 8 o'clock stopped at Chicago 
street and the passengers walked in as 
they did from the same train last Satur- 
day morning. All passenger trains on 
all roads entering the Central depot 
were behind time this morning and the 
big train house presents as confused 
spectacle as at any time since the strike 
bagan. The strike of the West Shore is 
greeted with joy by the old strikers, 
who see in it renewed hope for the suc- 
cess of their movement. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 16.—So far as 


the New York Central road's business is 
concerned the strike here is broken, for

Two 
mints were established to produce the 


How a Maine Family of Eight Live 


on $250 a Year. 


President Eliot, of Harvard Univer- 


sity, says, in an article in the Century 
Magazine: 


The cost of bringing up a family of 


five or six children comfortably in 'the 
town of Mount Desert does not exceed 
$350 a year if thc house, a garden-patch, 
and a cow-pasture be already provided 
from savings of the husband and wife 
before marriage, and if the family, as a 
whole, have normal health and strength. 
Very few heads of families earn more than 
that sum in a year; for, although a day's 
wages iu summer is commonly $1.75, 
work is scarce, the winter is long, and 
few men can get more than live months' 
employment at these wages in a year. 
Thc man and boys of a family can, how- 
ever, do much more for the common sup- 
port, even when there is no work at 
wages to be had. 
They can catch and 


cure fish, dig clams, trbp lobsters, pick 
the abundant blueberries on the rocky 
hills in August, and shoot ducks at the 
seasons of migration. 
Wild nature still 


yields to the skillful seeker a consider- 
able quantity of food without price. 
Dwellers in a city may wonder how it is 
possible for a family to live so cheaply, 
but there is no mystery about it. There 
is no rent to pay; the schools are free; 
water costs nothing; the garden-patch 
yields potatoes and other vegetables, nnd 
the pasture milk and butter; two kero- 
sene lamps and a lantern supply all the 
artificial light needed, at a cost" not ex- 
ceeding $2 a year; the family do all their 
own work without waste; there is but 
one lire, except on rare occasions, and 
that single fire is in a stove whicli dc- 
jlivcrs all its heat into thc house; thc wife 
and daughters knit the family stockings, 
'mittens, and mufflers, mend all the 
clothes, and for the most part make all 
their own. 
The ready-made 
cloth- 


ing which the meu buy at thc stores 
is very cheap ($10 to $15 a suit), 
being made of cotton with but a small ad- 
mixture of wool. The cloth is strong and 
warm, and looks fairly well when new, 
but soon fades and wears shabby. 
For 


children the old clothes of their elders 
are cut down, the wear being- thus 
brought, on new places. The Hessian 
country girl wears proudly her grand 


pillar whicli helped to support the roof of 


this pillar four women leaned their backs. 
Each had a number of little piles of 
onions, pieces of cabbages and other 
vegetables before her, and I looked in 
vain /or cither scales or measures. In 
this market the only measure was the eye 
and everything sold' at so much per pile. 
There- was no paper or string used iu 
wrapping up the vegetables, and'cvcry- 
thing was put into a" palm-leaf and fast- 
ened there with a little wooden tooth- 
pick-like pin. Each woman had a betel 
box and sonic cigarettes beside her and 
all chatted and smoked as the market 
went on. The whole looked very bar- 
barous in comparison with the markets 
of our western civilization, but Siam is 
now at thc beginning of a change.

Marketing in Siam. 


Thc marketing of Siam and the selling, 


says Frank G. Carpenter in the American 
Agriculturist, are largely done by thc 
women. I visited one of the markets in 
Bangkok. .It was on the main land nnd 
consiste'd of a great low shed filled with 
platforms about twenty feet square and a 
foot high. These platforms are covered 
with great palm leaves upon which were 
spread the wares of the market women. 
In the center of each platform was a 


water or the place of shipment. 
When

ber being cut, doiikcy engines are used 
to load the logs on the trucks and for 
other heavy work usually done byhorses 
or oxen.

"Hailroad for Wagons." 


It is stated that a Texas man got out 


a patent which is intended to solve tho 
road question, especially iu regions where 
good road building is very difficult and 
expensive. 
The patent is called the 


"IJailroad for Wagons," and thc method 
of operating is described as follows: 
'•Through au exceedingly bad road, say 
bottoms and marshes, a grade, say twenty 
feet, is first made. 
On this grade is 


placed crosswise every four feet wooden 
tics six feet long. On these ties are laid 
and fastened, four feet ten inches apart, 
two flat iron rails four inches wide, of 
sufficient thickness to liolcl up the heav- 
iest loaded wagon. 
These rails have a 


flange on the inside two inches high, to 
keep the wheels on the track. The space 
between tho wheels is planked, sanded 
or gravelled, as the necessity of the case 
may require. Thc approach" to the track 
is bordered.by inside flanges that curve in- 
ward toguide the wheels to the track." 
Thus equipped this kind of a road is 
claimed to afford easy and sure travel in 
any season of thc year, and in any kind 
of weather, beside furnishing a road of 
several years' duration, the grade being 
the only thing liable to get out of repair. 
This road, complete in all its_ parts, can 
be built, it is estimated, for $1 per run- 
ning foot, and in some places for less, 
making it cheap as well ns safe. Switches 
arc to be put in for passing wagons.— 
[New York Commercial Advertiser.

village edge lifts tho cry still. The cay 
and the country-place, too, still re-echo the 
old appeal. Men want mercy. How can 
•wo help them? Well, manifestly, we must 
first be helped ourselves. Ho only can gi^-e 
aid to others, in mercy's name, who has ex- 
perienced that grace himself. Wo do well' 
to cry out first for ourselves, "Jesus, Mas- 
ter, havo mercy upon us."

3od but a partial recognition. Wo glorify 
ilm with but one portion of our whole 
selves. It may be that the Sabbath day in 
;ivcn to him, but what of tho six days of 
th« week? Possibly wo praise him with tho 
voice of prayer and song, but how about 
ho work of tho hands, the ways our feet go. 
S'ot simply tho heart should return and do 
homage; tho mind and body of tho whole 
nature should bo prostrate beforo him wh«> 
has cleansed and redeemed. Tho daily liff, 
should praise him. Said tho converted 
sewiug-girl, "There's many a time, when 
I've been pressed and hurried, that 1'vo 
sent home seams scarcely fastened, so- 
hoy'd bo sure to rip; but, please God, since 
t'vo been converted my seams will never 
rip again." 


Returned to the glory of God, It was 


nioro than ingratitude. It indicated but a 
jartlal work of grace. Their bodies were 
icalcd, but we havo little reason to suppose 
that their souls wero else than in tho bonds 
of iniquity.

lion, then it may truly be written by 
me that at Iowa City the germ of the 
civil war was partially hatched, and 
from a citizen of Iowa City it received, 
in part, a mortal wound. 
- 


It waa about the time of the Presi- 


dential election of 185G that Brown, 
accompanied by his sons, first visited 
Iowa City, on his way east from Kan- 
sas. 
Iowa City was then the home of 


William Penn Clarke, the member for 
Iowa of the Kansas National Commit- 
tee, a circumstance which made the 
place a sort of headquarters for those 
in sympathy with the free-State cause 
of Kansas, and from here were for- 
warded for distribution supplies to 
. sustain that cause. Ten miles from 
Iowa City, in an easterly direction, 
was a small Quaker hamlet called 


, West Branch, now a flourishing town, 
and five miles beyond was Springdale, 
also o_f Quaker characteristics, whicli 
with its yincinage, together with West 
Branch, was called in general terms 
the Pedee settlement. These were the 
localities where Brown, on his numer- 
ous subsequent visits to Iowa City, 
concealed tho fugitive 
slaves from 


Missouri whom he piloted to Canada, 
an.d where he drilled his band for the 
Harper's Ferry raid. 


On this first visit to Iowa City in 


185(3, Brown rode a mule which he had 
captured at an affair called Black Jack, 
which in those days of small things 
was spoken of as a battle. 
After pass- 


ing through Iowa Citv in the night, as 
was his custom, for at that period not 


all the citizens of Iowa City were abo- 
litionists, he stopped before a little 
farm tavern about a mile east of West 
Branch, which was kept by one 0 ames 
Townsend, of whose sympathy and 
discretion Brown had been previously 
assured, even if Ms Quaker costume 
Jiad not been a sufficient guaranty. 
Alighting from his mule, he asked 
Townsend, who met him at the door, 
if he had ever heard of John Brown, 
of Kansas notoriety. This informal 
meeting was the beginning of very 
close and confidential relations be- 
tween the two, the red-faced Quaker 
and the hook-nosed zealot. 


Brown was in Iowa City and the 


Pedee settlement on numerous occas- 
ions between his first visit in 1856 and 
his last in 1859, but the objects and in- 
cidents relating to them were similar 
—the concealment of fugitive slaves es- 
caping to Canada and the promotion of 
the free-State cause of Kansas; but 
the last two sojourns were made chiefly 
with a view of perfecting Ms plans, ac- 
cumulating arms, drilling, disciplin- 
ing, and recuiting his band and taking 
measures for making Pedee a base of 
operations for the attack on Harper's 
Ferry. In the beginning of the winter 
of 1857-8 Brown for the fifth time 
visited tho quaker settlement of Cedar 
County and spent the winter there in 
preparation for the movement on Har- 
per's Ferry, tho plan of which ho now- 
disclosed to some of his Iowa con- 
fidants—James Townsend, John H. 
Painter, and Dr. H. C. Gill. On this 
occasion he was accompanied by his 
band, consisting of Ms son Owen, 
Aaron D. Stevens, John Kagi, John E. 
Cook, Bichard Eealf, 
Charles W. 


Moffitt, Luke J. Parsons, Charles H. 
Tidd, William Leeman, and Kichard 
Eichardson, the latter a colored man. 


Brown quartered his men during this 


winter at the house of Mr. William 
Maxson. three 
miles 
northeast of 


Springdale, a two-story gravel house, 
said to be the first of the kind built in 
Iowa. The farm on which it is situat- 
ed was bought by Maxson at the first 
government land sale held at Dubuque 
in 1839, and the house, 32 by 25 feet in 
the main part, was built in 1849, Here 
Brown's men were quartered, and often 
drilled with wooden swords wMle pre- 
paring for the projected raid, Brown 
himself having his quarters at the 
home of Mr. John H. Painter, about 


two miles distant in tho direction of 
Springdale. 


April 22, 1858, Brown having re- 


turned from the East, where he had 
been to arrange some preliminaries, 
bade his men prepare for the grand 
movement. The parting from their 
friends, which took place on the 27th 
of April, brought tears to all eyes ox- 
cept those of the imperturbable Brown, 
for 'they left with the intention of 
striking tho blow immediately. How- 
ever, a convention which shortly after 
met at Chatham, Canada, where they 
went directly from Pedee, ordaineii 
that it should be postponed. This 
convention also framed a constitution 


and selected officers of a provisional 
'government. 
Postponement having 


been determined upon. Brown again 
returned to Kansas, and on the even- 
ing of Feb. -1, 1859, once more was cm 
his way to Iowa City, crossing the Mis- 
souri River at Nebraska City, accom- 
panied by a few of his party and twelve 
negroes. 
After crossing the river they 


marched rapidly, and on Feb. 25 
Brown for the last time gained the 
Hospitable hamlets of Pedee, having 
passed through Iowa City the night 
previous. 


Now for the corollary, if I may so 


term it—the verification of the propo- 
sition with which my story set Out. 
Capt. W. H. Goodsell, of Iowa City, 
and of the Thirteenth Iowa Yolun-

teers, was one of a party of about fifty 
officers and men who, "cm the 17th of 
February, 1865, in advance of all other 
troops entered the city of Columbia, 
the capital of South Carolina, where 
secession began, entered the State 
Houses (for they found two, the new 
and the old), and, not being sure 
wMeh was in use, and having two 
flags, one a headquarters flag and the 
other the regimental banner of the 
Thirteenth Iowa, the command di- 
vided, one party putting the headquar- 
ters flag on top of the old Capitol, and 
Goodsell, with the other party, placing 
his own regimental flag on* the new 
one. So it may be said that, in a cer- 
tain sense, at Iowa City the war be- 
gan, and by Iowa City the war was 
ended.

Dodging A Slave Chaser. 


Very soon the beach 
seemed to 


swarm with moving objects which we 
could not yet distinguish. 
A number 


of long, black objects left the shore, 
and when through the breakers they 
stopped at the small craft outside. 
Now we could see that the negroes 
were being transferred to the boats 
outside 
the breakers from 
canoes 


which ran through them, with from 
four to six in each. As the sloops 
were filled they sailed for the ship, 
and, ladders having been arranged, 
the negroes were soon coming over the 
ship's side. As each one reached the 
deck he was given a biscuit and sent 
below. It seemed slow work at first, 
but as the 
canoes were 
soon all 


launched and rushing through the surf 
it presented a busy scene. The sloops 
were now flying to and from us, and a 
great number of negroes were already 
on board at 2 p. m. 


The lookout at the masthead shouted. 


"Sail, Lo! away to the southward." 
From the deck we could see nothing. 
A danger signal was hoisted at once to 
hurry all aboard faster. 
In a short 


while we could see from the deck a 
little black spot. 
Smoke! A cruiser! 


Another signal, a blood ied flag was 
hoisted informing those ashore of the 
kind of danger. If possible the bustle 
ashore was increased; our own boats 
were lowered and they aided materi- 
ally. 
The approaching vessel had 


seen us and the volume of smoke in-, 
creased. 
She could now be seen, and 


was recognized as the Vixen with the 
naked eye. 


A signal from shore, that a very few 


remained, was hoisted, another "hour 
passed, and the vessel was certainly 
within three miles. 
Our boats were 


recalled, and the entire fleet of sloops 
soon sailed toward us. Our boats were 
hoisted, and lines thrown to the sloops 
now 
alongside. 
The 
Vixen 
now- 


changed her course slightly and fired 
a solid shot, which passed 'to leeward 
of us beyond. 
At this the Spanish 


captain cried out, "Let go!" 
The pin 


holding the staple in the anchor chain 
was cut and the chain parted. 
Sail 


was hoisted rapidly, the negroes in the 
sloops climbed over the ship's side, and 
as the sloops were emptied they were 
cast adrift with their single occupant, 
a Krooman.

roi'll THROUGH TEXAS. 


BRIEF NOTES FROM A SIGHT- 


SEER'S OBSERVATIONS. 


Why ToMm Is Attrartlng Northern Visit- 


or- ami Northern Capital—Interesting 
lioiuiniscriu'os of General Sain Houston 
—The Vu-,t Lumber Interest1* of South- 
eastern Texas—li»l>Mly GriM»li»£ Cities. 


SAN AXTONIO, Texas, July, 1890. 


HAVE been over six 
weeks making a hur- 
ried tour through'the 
eastern 
and 
middle 


parts of Texas in the 
handsome special car 
of the Frank Leslie 
Weekly Newspaper. 
It would be impossible 
in the compass of a 
short letter to tell any- 
thing like half the 
story of this wonderful 
State. 


There are two men who, perhaps, 


are identified with the history and in- 
terests of Texas more than any others, 
and who are venerated by every resi- 
dent of thp State—Sam Houston and 
Davy Crockett. Both were most ec- 
centric ; both lived to achieve success; 
and the death of Crockett, at the siege 
of Alamo, involved a tragedy that 
marks a page in American history. 
Texas is full of the remarkable history 
of these two men. Conversing with 
Captain A. Faulkner, general passen- 
ger agent of the Houston and Texas 
Central Bailroad, I learned from his 
lips a number of interesting incidents 
concerning General Houston. 


Houston, long as he lived in public 


life, never paid too much attention to 
the demands of fashion and the rules 
of etiquette. He had been President 
of the Eepnblic twice, its Governor 
twice, United States Senator once, 
and Governor of Tennessee, and had 
been known and recognized as the 
chief of the Cherokees. 
When Presi- 


dent of Texas, and living at Austin, 
the capital of the republic, a log cabin 
was his office and his home. I am told 
that while he was taking a bath in a 
tub one day, in his log cabin, tho 
French Minister called to establish 
friendly relations with the President 
of the new republic. 
Houston, with 


his customary disregard of proprieties, 
got out of his bathtub and stalked out 


opened, its citizens are entbuswstio 
over the project to expend siv or seven 
million dollars to deepen tho harbor, 
and to further establish Galvesfon'a 
supremacy. 


The Northern man who talks about 


the lumber interests of the North and 
West should spend a day or two at 
Orange or Beaumont, in the '-outheast- 
ern portions of the State, ami see the 
enormous output of the mills of this 
vicinity. One of these mills consumes 
the timber of fifty acres of land per 
day, and at these two places the long- 
leaf yellow pine forests (if Eastern 
Texas and Western Louisiana are util- 
ized for tho manufacture of an enor- 
mous output of lumber for both foreign 
and domestic consumption. The grain 
of this long-leaf yellow pine, when 
planed and polished, shows most ex- 
quisitely, and in many of the houses 
where panels of this wood have been 
employed the finest effects have been 
produced. The cheapness of this tim- 
ber land, Gauging from $5 per acre 
•upward, has attracted 
the atten- 


tion 
of 
investors 
and 
speculat- 


ors, 
and before long 
these tim- 


ber lands must greatly increase in 
value. 
The lumber interest here has 


developed a decided growth, and 
Orange and Beaumont have started on 
a boom that is still in its infancy. The 
outlet to the ocean's commerce that 
will be afforded these place-, through 
Sftbine Pass, now being constructed, 
lias added to the real estate excitement, 
and greatly appreciated prices. 


The coast line of Texas furnishes an 


interesting study, and as we came 
along down Corpus Christi Bay, a 
beautiful sheet of water, I found a lit- 
tle city under the hill called Corpus 
Christi, adjoining which was a mag- 
nificent bluff forty fee^ high and ten 
or twelve miles long, overlooking the 
bay and gulf. An observant Northern 
capitalist, Colonel Ropes, proposes to 
make this tho Long Branch of the 
South, and has already begun on the 
bluffs the construction of a magnificent 
hotel. More than this, he proposes to 
make Corpus Christi a commercial 
center, and has a dredgs at work cut- 
ting a pass through the island that 
lies in front of the bay and separates 
it from the Gulf. 


In speaking of booming cities I must 


not be considered as saying they are 
all along the line of deep water. It is 
said that San Antonio, 150 miles from 


naked to meet the French Minister. 
The latter, 
with offended dignity, 


turned on his heel, disappeared, and 
never returned. 


Houston's picture, as I looked at in 


the beautiful Capitol at Austin, pre- 
sented him as a very handsome man. 
One of his pictures, where he is shown 
with Dundreary whiskers and a rosy 
complexion, indicates anything but the 
rough diamond of whom the people 
love to talk. It is possible some of his 
eccentricities may have been exagger- 
ated, but every one knows of his sud- 
den disappearance from his office while 
Governor of Tennessee, when he went 
to live with an Indian tribe. 


The story of that resignation has 


bean variously told. As I heard in 
Texas, the sudden action of Houston 
was due to the fact that his beautiful 
young wife, who had been led against 
her wishes to marry him, resolutely 
and unfalteringly refused to give him 
her heart after he had captured her 
hand. It is .said that he gratified his 
ambition for public place in the hope 
that his political elevation would soften 
her disposition toward him. After 
his election to the Governorship, find- 
ing her still implacable, he determined 
on a resolute course. 
Advancing to- 


ward her with a determined mien, he 
offered her his hand and heart, and 
asked her to be to him a wife and to give 
him a wife's artection. She instantly 
pushed his hand aside and turned 
away. He also turned, went to his 
office at the Capitol, and, with one 
move of his hand, swept the litter of 
official communications from the table, 
ruder a small ink-stand that alone re- 
mained on Ms desk, ho left, in a few 
brief words, his written resignation. 


In the beautiful city of Austin, with 


its magnificent Capitol, I found old 
friends of Governor Houston, and was 
greatly interested in their comments 
on Ms extraordinary career. I there 
found also more than one life-size 
photograph of one of tho ablest men 
that Texas has ever produced. It is 
regretted that Sain Houston never left 
notes for his biography; it would be 
a tale exceeding in interest anything 
that fiction has produced. 


Mayor Jones, of the lively little city 


of Beeville, on the San Antonio and 
Arkansas Pas's 1'ailroad. said to me 
when I looked over his bright and 
promising town: "Texas is the poor 
man's paradise, and the rich man's 
harvest." I must acknowledge the 
truth of this expression. Everywhere 
I have seen evidences that this is not 
an exaggeration. Going down from 
Waco, I saw a lively place with one of 
the most wonderful attractions in tho 
shape of artesian wells that throw out 
half a million gallons of water per 
day, at a temperature of over 100. and 
capable therefore of furnishing heat and 
power as well as a supply of fresh, 
pure water for bathing, drinking, and 
other purposes. 


I made a flying trip to Houston, the 


"Magnolia City," and there, under the 
guidance of Colonel J. T. Brady, the 
owner of the handsome Magnolia 
Park, saw magnificent groves of these 
trees in full blossom. In Houston, as 
in Waco and other points, real estate 
was rapidly risiilg in value. I was not 
surprised to find a similar condition of 
affairs at Galveston. All these cities 
have their names. Waco is the "Cen- 
tral City," sometimes called the "Gey- 
ser City;" Galveston revels in the 
name of the "Oleander City," a pretty 
name, but not more beautiful that the 
lovely flowers that lino its streets. 
Galveston is at present the great com- 
mercial port of the State, and, though 
four other ports are beiu/z pushed and 


the Gulf, "and Laredo have both hac 
indications of a boom, but their people 
prefer the steady, natural, ordinary 
rise in values to a sudden uplifting oi 


t prices. The best evidence that botl 
! San Antonio and Laredo are destined 
to have enormous growths is the facl 
that in both places the outlying land 
has been largely laid out in city addi- 
tions, all of them most sightly and at- 
tractive, and all in great demand as 
building sites. Lareclo is the natural 
entrepot for Mexican products, and 
has constructed many manufacturing 


i industries, and San Antonio is one of 


I the oldest and best established cities 
of Texas. 


In smaller places further in the in- 


terior, such as Taylor, not far from 


j Austin, and Beeville the general ap- 
preciation of values is felt, but this is 
caused chiefly by the development of 
their rich arable lands by the incom- 
ing flood of immigration. The devel- 


I opuient of business by the construc- 
tion of railroads has put property to a 
higher and to a better level, where it 
justly belongs, and should have beeu 
years ago. 


During my hurried visit through 


tlus part of State I met a large num- 
ber of Northern men whose steps had 
been directed to Texas by what they 
have heard from friends, and what 
they had read in the newspapers re-

garding its prospects and possibilities. 
lu my conversations with these visitors 
and citizens I have been surprised by 
the fact that not one of them has ex"- 
pressed disappointment with Texas. 
All have been charmed by its climate 
—tempered as it is by delightful 
breezes in midsummer—its vast devel- 
opment and still vaster undeveloped 
resources, by the free-handed hospi- 
tality of its people, by its excellent 
.social and educational advantages, and 
the general preservation of law and 
order. 
All these things must inevita-

seen woman, with rope over shoulders, 
toiling on the banks of canals and dykes 
in picturesque Holland. Having wit- 
nessed all this, I was yet surprised to 
find in ft city so beautiful and seem- 
ingly so rich and prosperous as Stock- 
holm, women still more debased. 


lu Stockholm she is almost exclusively 


employed as hod-carrier and brick- 
layer's assistant. 
She carries bricks, 


mixes mortar, and, in short, docs all the 
heavy work about the building. At 
the dinner hour you see groups of wo- 
men sitting on the piles of wood and 
stones eating their frugal repast. They 
wear a short gown, coming a trifle be- 
low the knee, with home knitted woolen 
stockings and wooden shoe1*. Over 
the head a handkerchief is tightly tied. 
Those eneaged in mixing mortar and 
tending plasterers wear apron. 


They are paid for a day of hard work 


of tin* toil, lasting twelve hours, the 
magnificent sum of one kroner (equiva- 
lent to 26 cents). 


Women sweep the streets, haul the 


rubbish, drag hand-carts up the hills 
and over the cobble stones, unload 
bricks at the quays, attend to parks, do 
the gardening, and row the numerous 
ferries which abound at Stockholm. 
The entire dairy business of the city is 
in their hands, and here they take the 
place of horses and dogs, carrying on 
their shoulders the heavy cans of milk 
from door to door.

"You need not have looked eovore 


because I said that I didn't caro a dam," 
said a gruff old Senator. 
"That is not 


swearing. Tho expression has a very 
different meaning from what is popu- 
larly supposed, and was originated by 
the Duke of Wellington. A dam iu 
India is the smallest piece of money 
known, and not to caro that much, 
means simply that ono is very indiffer- 
ent. That was all the phrase was in- 
tended to signify. 
The word 'damn* 


from the Latin! verb meaning 'to con- 
demn,' is a very diffeieut thing. 
Curi- 


ously enough it seems almost in variably 
to be tho first word in our language 
acquired by foreigners, and it has al- 
ways been such a favorite with the 
English that in the last century the 
French always referred to them as the 
'Goddarns.' 
A distinguished Gallic 


writer of that epoch said that English 
was a beautiful tongue and that 'God- 
dam'was tho basis of it 
'People of 


thut nation,' he remarked, 'have a few 
other words which they u?e in conver- 
sation, but the principal ono is God- 
dam. Y'ou can go anywhere in Eng- 
land if you know that.' 


A funny misapprehension also exists 


as to the expression 'Go to the deuce.' 
People generally suppose that 'deuce* 
means 'devil,' whereas, as a matter of 
faet, it is derived directly from tho 
Latin 'Dcus,'—'God.' 
So, v/hen any 


one is telling you to go to the deuce he 
is unconsciously uttering tho best of 
good wishes for your welfare. 


"Speaking of Latin reminds me that 


among the ancient Bomans it was con- 
sidered the thing for each man to havo 
some particular god to habitually swear 
by. Some swore by Jupiter, others by 
Mars, others still by Minerva, and so 
on. 
The demi-gods, like Hercules 


Castor and Pollux, were a'so mado 
use of in the way of oaths. Castor aud 
Pollux were usually appealed to as the 
'Twins'—'By Gemini!' —the phrase 
whence we get our exclamation 'By 
Jimmy.' 
It was not thought very 


proper for Boman ladies to swear by 
the male gods, but they were permitted 
to take the names of the Twins iu vain, 
uiid also especially that of Venus. 
In 


moments of great aggravation 
they 


might go so far as to cry 'Mecastor!'— 
'By Castor!' Tho Greeks swore by tho 
cabbage, which was the most prized of 
vegetables, and even to this day the 
same oath is often heard in Italy, while 
m Franco a lover is being intensely af- 
fectionate when he calls the lady of his 
heart 'petit chou,' or 'little cabbage." 
'By Jingo' is from 'Jincoii,' the Basque 
name for God. 
Barbarous tribes havo 


been accustomed to swear by tho head 
of their ruler. 
Queen Elizabeth wns 


said to have been a very hard swearer, 
as ladies were very apt to bo in her 
day. ijOuLs IX of France forbade tiio 
use by his courtiers of such oaths as 
'Pardieu,' 'Cordieu,' 'Teto-dieu.' and so 
on. There chanced to belong to one 
of the ladies of the court a small pet 
dog named 'Bleu.' The courtiers made 
up their minds to swear by the dog in- 
stead of the deity, and hence came the 
parbleus and corbleus of latet times. 
Pythagoras had a favorite oath, which 
most people would consider not suffi- 
ciently forcible to be satisfactory. 
Ho 


swore by the number four, which the 
Greeks regarded as symbolizing per- 
fection.'' 


West India Carriers. 


The Creole porleuxe, or female carrier 


of the West Indies, furnishe-> a remark- 
able proof that great physical energy 
and endurance can exist in tbo tropics. 
At a very early age, perhaps at 5 years, 
she learns to carry small articles upon 
her head, a bowl of rice, or even an 
orange on a plate, and at 9 or 10 she is 
able to carry a basket or trail a wooden 
tray with deep, Moping sides—contain- 
ing twenty .or thirty pounds.

rier must seek lighter labor. 


As a rule, the weight is such that no 


well-freighted jjorleuxe can load or un- 
load unassisted. The effort to do :,o 
would burst a blood-vessel or rupture a 
muscle. 
In pieparing for her journey, 


the young merchant puts on hor poorest 
and lighest robe, and binds a plain 
handkerchief about her head. 
On the 


top of this is placed another handker- 
chief folded, to form a pad, and on this 
rests the great loaded trail. She wears 
no shoes. She must climb and descend 
thousands of feet every day, over slopes 
so steep that the horses of the country 
break down after a few years of similar 
journeying. The soles of her feet lie- 
come so tough that they feel no rough- 
ness, and present to the sharp pebbles 
n surface at once vieldins and resisting, 
like a cushion of solid rubber.

The delicate 
mechanism of this machine is especially 
noticeable in the cutting ouf of the up- 
per layer of cloth. For, while the whole 
process of cutting it and sew inn it on 
tight at the same time is done so quickly 
under tho hands of a skillful operator 
that a yard of this "applique" work is 
made within five minutes, the knife must 
be so nicely adjusted that it will cut ex- 
actly through the thickness of tho upjwr 
cloth, and nut the hundredth part of an 
inch deeper. Another machine, which

There are two men who, perhaps, 


nre identified with the history and in- 
terests of Texas more than any others, 
and who are venerated by every resi- 
dent of the State— Sam Houston and 
Davy Crockett. Both were most ec- 
centric; both lived to achieve success; 
and the death of Crockett, at the siege 
of Alamo, involved a tragedy that 
marks a page in American history. 
Texas is full of the remarkable history 
of these two men. Conversing with 
Captain A. Faulkner, general passen- 
ger agent of the Houston and Texas 
Central Bailroad, I learned from his 
lips a number of interesting incidents 
concerning General Houston. 
. 


Houston, long as be 'lived in public 


life, never paid too much attention to 
the demands of fashion and tho rules 
of etiquette. Ho had been President 
of the Bepnblic twice, its Governor 
twice, United States Senator once, 
and Governor of 'Tennessee, and had 
been knowu and recognized as the 
chief of the Chorokees. 
When Presi- 


dent of Texas, and living at Austin, 
the capital of the republic, a log cabin 


" was his office and his home. I am told 
that while he was taking a bath in a 
tub one day, in his log cabin, the 
French Minister called to establish 
friendly relations with the President 
of the new republic. 
Houston, with 


his customary disregard of proprieties, 
got out of his bathtub and stalked out 


o )oncd, its citizens are ent'easissiio 
over tho project to expend six or seven 
million dollars to deepen tlio harbor, 
and to further establish Ciilvcstou's 
supremacy. 


Tho Northern man who tulks about 


tho lumber interests of the North and 
West uliould spend a day or two ut 
Orange or ileuunumt, in the southeast- 
ern portions uf the Stato, and see the 
enormous output of the mills of this 
v cmity. One of these milk consumes 
the timber of fifty acres of loud per 
day, and at these two places the long- 
leaf yellow pine forests «[ Eastern 
Texas and Western Louisiana are util- 
ized for the manufacture ot un enor- 
mous output of lumber for butlt foreign 
and domestic consumption. The grain 
of this long-leaf yellow piuo, whoa 
planed and polished, shows most ex- 
quisitely, and in many of tlio houses 
where panels of this wood have been 
employed the finest effects have been 
produced. The cheapness of tills tim- 
ber land, Gauging from $5 per acre 
upward, has attracted 
tho atten- 


tion 
of 
investors 
and 
speculat- 


ors, and before long these tim- 
ber lands must greatly increase in 
value. The lumber interest here has 
developed a decided growth, 
and 


Orange and Beaumont have started on 
a boom that is utill in its infancy. The 
outlet to the ocean's commerce that 
will bo afforded these places through 
Sabine Pass, now being constructed, 
has added to the real estateexcitement, 
aud greatly appreciated prices. 


The coast lino of Texas furnishes an 


interesting study, and as we came 
along down Corpus Chriati Bay, a 
beautiful sheet of water, I found a lit- 
tle city nnder^the hill called Corpus 
Christi, adjoining which was a mag- 
nificent bluff forty fee^_ high and ten 
or twelve miles long, overlooking the 
bay and gull An observant Northern 
capitalist, Colonel Bopes, proposes to 
make this the Long Branch of the 
South, and has already begun on the 
bluffs the construction of a magnificent 
hotel. More than this, he proposes to 
make Corpus Christi a commercial 
center, and has a dredge at work cut- 
ting a pass through the inland that 
lies in front of thu bav and separates 
it from the Gulf. 


In speaking of booming cities I ninttt 


not be considered as saying they are 
nil along the line of deep wnter. It is 
said that San Antonio, 190 miles from

naked to meet the French Minister. 
Tho latter, 
with offended dignity, 


turned on his heel, disappeared, and 
never returned. 


Houston's picture, as I looked at in 


the beautiful Capitol at Auntin, pre- 
sented him as a very handsome man. 
One of Iiis pictures, where he is shown 
with Dundreary whiskon and a rosy 
complexion, indicates anything but the 
rough diamond of whom the pcoiile 
love to talk. It is possible some of his 
eccentricities may nave been exagger- 
ated, but oven,' one knows of bis sud- 
den disnp)>oarance from hi« ofllco while 
Governor of TonncsHee, wh*h he went 
to live with an Indian tribe. 


Tho story of that resignation has 


been variously told. As I heard in 
Texas, tho sudden action of Houston 
wax duo to the fact that his beautiful 
young wife, who had been led against 
her wishes to marry him, resolutely 
acd unfalteringly refused to give him 
her heart after ho had captured her 
hnnd. It is said that ho gratifled his 
ambition for public place in the hope 
thu tli is political elevation would soften 
her disjHJHition toward him. After 
his election to the Governorship, find- 
ing her Htill implacable, ho determined 
on a resolute course. Advancing to- 
ward her with a determined mien, lie 
offered her his hand and heart, and 
asked her to be to him a wife and to give 
him a wife's at feet ion. She instantly 
pushed his hand aside and turned 
away. Ho also turned, went to his 
ofllcc .at the Capttol, and, with one 
move of Ids hand, swept the litter of 
official communications from the table. 
Under n small ink-stand that aloiio re- 
mained on his desk, ho left, in a few 
brief words, his written resignation. 


In the beautiful city of Austin, with 


its magnificent Capitol, I found old 
friendsof Governor Houston, and was 
greatly interested in their comments 
on his extraordinary career. I there 
found also more than one life-size 
photograph of one;of the ablest men 
that Texas has ever produced. It is 
regretted that Sam Houston never left 
notes for his biography ;' it would be 
a talc 'exceeding in interest anything 
that fiction has produced. 


Mayor Jones, of the lively little city 


of Bcovillo, on the San Antonio and 
Arkansas Pan's llailroad. said to me 
when I looked over his bright and 
promising town : "Texas is the poor 
man's paradise, and the rich man's 
harvest." I -must acknowledge .the 
trnth of this expression. Everywhere 
I have seen evidences that this is not 
an exaggeration. Going down from 
Waco, I saw n lively place with ono of 
the most wonderful attractions in the 
shape of artesian wells tbat throw out 
half a million gallons of water per 
day, at a temperature of over 100,' and 
capable therefore of furnishing heat and 
power as well as a supply of fresh, 
pure water for bathing, drinking, and 
other purposes. 


I made a ilyingtrip to Houston, the 


"Magnolia City," and there, under the 
guidance of Colonel J. T. Brady, the 
owner of tho handsome Magnolia 
Park, saw magnificent groves of these 
trees in full blossom. In Houston, as 
in,Wftco and other points, real estate 
was rapidly rising in value. I was not 
surprised to find a similar condition of 
affairs at Galveston. All these cities 
have their names. Waco is tho "Cen- 
tral City," sometimes called tho "Gey- 
ser City;" Galveston revels in tho 
name of tho "Oleander City," a pretty 
name, but not more beautiful that the 
lovely flowers that lino its streets. 
Ualveston is at present tho great com- 
mercial port of the State, and, though 
four* other ports are <hoiu/i pushed ami 


tho Citilf, and Laredo Iinvo both hnr 
indications of a boom, but their people 
prefer the steady, natural, ordinary 
rise in values to a sudden uplifting ol 
prices. The be*t evidence that both 
»nn Antonio and Laredo are destined 
to have onormotm growths is tho fact 
that in both places the outlying land 
has been largely laid out in city addi- 
tions, all of them most nightly mud at- 
tractive, and all in great demand M 
building sites. Laredo is tho natural 
entrepot for- Mexican products, and 
has constructed many manufacturing 
industries, and San Antonio is one of 
the oldest and beat establiHhcd cities 
of Texas. 


In smaller place* further in the in- 


torior, aitch as Taylor, not far from 
Austin, and Beevilfe tho general ap- 
preciation of values is felt, but this is 
caused chiefly by tho development of 
their rich arable lands by the incom- 


opment of business by the construc- 
tion of railroads has put property to a 
higher, and to a better level, whoro it 
justly belongs, and should have Ijeen 
years ago. 


During my hurried visit through 


this part of Stato I mot a largo nnm- 
bcrotuNorthern men whoso steps had 
been directed to Texas by what they 
have heard from friends, and what 
they had read in tho newMpapcra re- 
imp* 


THE AI.A1IO. 


Carding its prospects and possibilities, 
In my conversations with these visitors 
and citizens I have been surprised l>y 
the fact that not ono of them has ex- 
pressed disappointment with Texas. 
All have boon charmed by its climate 
—tempered as it is by delightful 
breezes in midsummer — its vast devel- 
opment and still vaster undeveloped 
resources, by the free-handed hospi- 
tality of its people, by its excellent 
Kociol and educational advantages, and 
tho general preservation of law and 
jrder. All these things must inevita- 
bly make Texas still more attractive 
and atill more widely known.
